STRAGGLING into Mexico City 
from Vera Cruz in 1519 with 
his tired but adventurous army, 
Cortez was startled to behold a 
vast pyramid rising from the dry 
cactus plains. 
The centuries had 
buried a great part of it but evi­ 
dence of a mighty civilization still 
cropped up for many milos. 
But Cortez did not stop to in­ 
vestigate. 
He sought gold, not 
archaeology. 
Nor did Mexico it­ 
self wield the scientific pick and 
shovel until 1916. What it uncov­ 
ered then is one of the greatest 
monuments of all time—the Pyra­ 
mid of the Sun. 
The pyramid is located at Teoti- 
huacan, 27 miles east of Mexico 
City. 
Towering 216 feet above 
the plain, 721 by 761 feet at its 
base, it is next in size to the Great 
Pyramid of Cheops in Egypt, and 
is largest, of course, on the Amer­ 
ican continent. 
Who built it, science may never 
know. 
Even its age is mere con­ 
jecture. 
The earliest tribes set­ 
tling on this tableland of which 
there is record were the Tollecs 
in 648 A. D. 
But when the T u ­ 
tees came they found many great 
pyramids and monuments, even 
then ancient. 
So the Pyramid of the Sun, 
built apparently for worship of 
the sun gods, stands today in five 
vast sections, a grim challenge to 
men. 
And while science contem­ 
plates it even other temples and 
monuments 
a r e being 
uncovered 
around 
it.

I K E m a n y an o th er well-meaning I p p d 
Peninsula citizen, I like to fish. 
We are all agreed that th*' 
situation 
here is far from healthy. 
'I he Michigan 
Department of Conservation is doing 
its 
best to re-stock our streams 
and

with the limited funds available, and the 
national forest and CCC’ forces are help­ 
ing materially with their good work 
in 
making stream and

supplies of fish too often tail. We get mi) 
num ber of concrete illustrations ot that 
sad fact each summer. 
What can he done to

what is concededly a bad situation?

know a b ro th er medic who has some pro­ 
nounced ideas on th e subject.

man of ideas, and a few years

hatched an idea which may have possibili­ 
ties. 
It has to do with the chemical •CcYff- 
stituents of our n o rthern waters.

and its worth was proved by the 
manner in which the idea worked out. 
This doctor says that every h e althy fish 
contains a m in u te am ount of iodine, the 
proportion being somewhat g rea ter in fish 
livers and o th e r parts of th e anim al than 
is the case in th e hum an body. 
This is 
tru e of both fresh and salt water fish, and 
particularly tru e of th e 
la tter 
varieties 
which feed on sea kelp.— a su bstance very 
rich in iodine— so rich, in fact, that kelp 
is now’ dried an d provided in tablet form 
for the tr e a tm e n t aud prevention of goiter. 
Every tim e a fish is ta ken from the wa­ 
ters of the Great Lakes or any inland w a­ 
ter body whatsoever, a little 
iodine 
is 
removed from a scene which is already 
lacking in this particular, says my friend. 
The logical offset to this condition is to 
retu rn some of the iodine to the 
water. 
This, of course, isn’t practical in immense 
bodies of w ate r like the Great Lakes 
or 
even Green Bay, alth ough, lie says, even 
here th e addition of iodine in th e vicinity 
of the known sp awning beds should 
bo 
helpful, for a single ounce of iodine will 
influence favorably several million gallons 
af water. 
So he is trying out the idea in a small 
and secluded lake so mewhere in th e pen ­ 
insula, and it seems to work well,

lake were a run n in g stream

Washington, March 13.— To prepa re fo r M 
the P re s id e n t’s forthcom ing railroad c o n ­ 
ference, IGC. RFC and SEC experts h a v e

Some p retty 
startling ideas, including im m ediate c o m ­ 
pulsory unification of th e roads, have been 
aired at the in form al gatherings. 
The experts, who w an t to have a c o m ­ 
plete blueprint for action ready for t h e 
President, have ta lked m o st of 
co m p u l­ 
sory unification, supervised by a new gov­ 
ern m e n t board. They envision a law 
r e ­ 
quiring general unification by 
a

date, the m ergers to be supervised and th e 
shares of income to tho m erging roads to 
be arb itra ted by th e proposed board. 
The most r e m a rk a b le of th e 
e x p e rts’ 
notions, however, is th eir plan for s o o th ­ 
ing the trem endously pow erful lobby 
of 
railroad labor. Although th e railroad in­ 
dustry is now fast 
a pproaching

bankruptcy, th e experts consider it ho p e­ 
less evpn to try to push a unification bill 
t h ro u g h Congress so long as so m e thing is 
not done to m a k e 
up

railroad 
brotherhoods for the cuts in rail em ploy­ 
ment unification would bring. 
Therefore, tile experts

proposed th a t the 200,000 to 4 00.000 men 
who would lose their jobs in a
